THROUGH TRAIN 



Service Inaugurated Between 
Chicago and Florida. 



The Chicago and Florida Limited, 
which will be operated over the L. & 
N. through this city, has been in- 
augurated, and the first train pass- 
ed through here at 11:52 Monday 
night, enrou te to St. Augustine. 

The train leaves Chicago over the 
C. & E. I., and is delivered to the L. 
& N. at Evansville bf the E. & T. H. 
road. The first North-bound train 
left St. Augustine Wednesday, pass- 
ing through here this morning, and 
will arrive in Chicago this afternoon. 
This is merely a resumption of 
through winter service between Chi- 
cago and Florida, whicn was ope- 
rated last winter. The train is just 
about as it was last year, with some 
improvement in conveniences.

Although much has been written 
recently concerning the game laws 
of the state, there still seems to be a 
misunderstanding regarding the 
rights of hunters to shoot rabbits 
and squirrels. It is unlawful to kill 
rabbits and squirrels from Septem- 
ber 15 to November 15. The object 
of prohibiting shooting between the 
dates mentioned is to prevent the 
killing of quail. The open season for 
rabbits extends from November 15 
to September 15- -ten months of the 
year. The open seasons for squirrels 
extends from November 15 to Feb- 
ruary 1, and from June 15 to Sep- 
tember 15. Squirrels, when caught 
depredating upon crops, can be kill- 
ed at any time. Quail shooting is 
lawful only six weeks in the year, 
from Nov. 15 to Jan. 1. Rabbits 
may be caught with dogs or in 
snares at any time.

Jan. 8— The mei 
hers of the Legislative Committee 
the Kentucky Press Association will 
make their presence felt before the 
present session of the Legislature is 
ended. Mr. Gullion, who is Chair 
man of the Association and a mem 
ber of the House, and Mr. Barrick- 
man, of Jefferson countp, are here 
in the interest of several measures 
which they will seek to havp intro- 
duced within the next few days. 

One of these provides for a new 
libel law, and it is probable that 
there will be two measures on this 
subject introduced. One of them 
may be handed in in the House to- 
morrow. Another measure will at- 
tach a penaltv for failure of county 
officials to make public the financial 
condition of county on first of each 
month, and still another, which is 
favored by insurance Commissioner 
Prewitt, provides for the publica- 
tion in each county of the insurance 
companies authorized to do business 
" the State.
